All obeyed except Duffek, 
who ran back along the bar and into the 
loan association’s room, pursued by one of 
the three robbers.

Three of the 
robber’s shots hit Duffek, one of them enter- 
ing his heart. He fell, mortally wounded.

A FREER REIN. 


Manker Tells the Manufacturers That 
| the Sherman Anti-Trust and Inter- 
state Commerce Acts Have Resulted 
in Embarrassments to Business In- 
terests and Says That Overlegisia- 
tion Is Causing Public to Suffer— 
Enlightened Selfishness as Remedy. 


‘That from which the public suffers,’’ said 
James H. Eckels, president of the Commer- 
cial National barik, addressing the Lilinois 
Manufacturers’ association last night at the 
Auditorium hotel, “is overle tion, not 
lack of legislation,”’ 

With that statement as a preface the 
speaker began an attack on anti-trust leg- 
islation and every form of legislative enact- 
ment. which endeavors to regulate business, 
commerce, and manufacture. His auditors 
applauded. 

Business men, said Mr. Eckels, fear the 
assembling of national, state, and local leg- 
islators, and corruption finds a place in the 
assembly halls because of unwarranted in- 
terference with the affairs of private busi- 
ness. | 


j 


Plea for Noninterference. 

“The business man should be allowed to 
conduct his business without legislative in- 
terference and free from government con- 
trol,’’ said Mr. Eckels. ‘‘ Those who assert 
that capital, large or small, invested in man- 
ufacturing or commerce will work for any 
other than the good of the community are 
ignorant of the principle that. individual 
prosperity is necessary to the prosperity of 
the corporation. No great industry can 
thrive in a community which is impover- 
ished. 

“If the great manufacturing and commer- 
cial industri¢és which have been built up are 
injurious, why is it that since their creation 
American trade has spread to far countries 
and challenged attention from all quarters 
of the world? Why is it that labor has been 
better, paid and better treated? Why is it 
that perity greets us everywhere? Why 
is it that failures have been fewer? . 


Fewer Laws Demanded. 

“This country wants fewer laws concern- 
ing business, not more. What jaw on the 
statute books attempting to control business 
has ever done more than embarrass that 
business? There is the Sherman anti-trust 
law, and now who is so poor as to do it 
reverence? The interstate commerce law 
has been an embarrassment to the great rail- 
road lines. 

* We have had the government as a partner 
in a thousand and one enterprises to their 
disadvantage. The lawmaker stands deaf 
to the requests that laws be taken from the 
statute books so that the banks may de- 
velop. He stands deaf to this request and 
in spite of it adds more laws to the books. 

* As the result of overlegislation more than 
one citizen is teaching the lesson of social- 
ism. It is but one step from the regulating 
statute to government ownership, and a 
short one. When that step has been taken 
our prosperity will fade away. 

“ When the government has less to do with 
the business of the country then the butsi- 
ness men will stand without fear of the 
assembling of national, state, and local leg- 
isiators. Now they fear Washington and 
Springfield. Why is there corrupt legisia- 
tion? Not because the business men want 
corruption in the assembly halls, but be- 
cause of the universal feeling that legislati-e 
places are sought by men not inspired by a 
desire to do good forthe country, but to serve 
their own priyate ends.” * 

“Enlightened Selfishness” a Remedy. 

What Mr. Eckels termed “ enlightened 
selfishness "" would, he said, play a part in 
the adjustment of the relations between cap- 
ital and labor. In this connection he as-

| in this republic is that the prosperity of 
the east is reflected in the prosperity of the 
west, and that the prosperity of the west 
fidds itself in the better condition of the 
east; that there is an interdependence of al! 
business undertakings; that there is an in- 
terdependence of the prosperity of all our 
people; and that the prosperity of the one 
must find itself, as the depression of the 
one must find itself, in the prosperity or the 
depression of the other. 

“ Against capital in the interest of labor, 
against labor in the interest of capital, there 
is no room for legislative enactment, for 
upon an enlightened public opinion and an 
enlightened selfishness, if you please, is 
to be found the solution of the relations 
which exist between capital and labor.”’ 


Foreman on Civic Problem. 


Ald. Milton J. Foreman followed Mr. Eck- 
els, speaking of ‘‘ The Duty of Chicmgo to 
Its Manufacturers.’” Among these duties 
he mentioned protection to citizens engaged 
in business or labor when strikes threaten to 
interfere with their individual rights. 

**In the conflicts over so-called labor ques- 
tions,"’ he said, ‘‘ the heads of manufactur- 
ing concerns no doubt are sometimes right 
and sometimes wrong, but the right or wrong 
of such controversies cannot be determined 
by the slugging of one set of workingmen by 
others of another set.”’ 

Streets suitable to the moving of merchan- 
dise, Ald. Foreman declared, represented a 
debt which a city owed to its manufacturers 
—streets That will permit the hauling of traf- 
fic without breakdowns. Reasons for the de- 
plorable condition of many Chicago streets, 
he asserted, could be found in various 
sources—one being what he called the “ out- 
rageous special assessment law,"’ the repeal 
of which he advocated. 
To cheapen the cost of hauling, he sug- 
gested that arrangements be made, when 
new traction facilities are afforded under the 
extension ordinances, for the carrying of 
packages and freight by street cars.

WOULD DIG CANAL 


GERMANY READY TO BUY PANA- 
‘MA RIGHTS FOR $40,000,000. 


If United States Does Not Exercise Its 
Option, Which Expires March 4, the 
German Government Is Ready to 
Take It on the Same Terms and Also 
to Purchase Colombia’s Share at 
Par—Claims Monroe Doctrine Will 
Not Be Infringed. 


CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

LONDON, Jan. 8, 3 a. m.—The Washington 
correspondent of the Daily News states, on 
what he claims is unquestionable authority, 
that the Panama Canal company has re- 
ceived a German offer to buy for $40,000,000 
all the company’s rights and concessions if 
the United States does not exercise its option, 
which expires March 4. ‘ 

The correspondent says that he further 
learns that the German government has 
offered to buy Colombia’s share in the 
Panama Canal company, agreeing to take 
them at par in full liquidation of all German 
claims against Colombia. 

The German view of the right to build the 
canal without violating the Monroe doctrine 
is that the Colombian constitution is not 
alienated nor the sovereignty thereof trans- 
ferred to a foreign government. Therefore, if 
German capital builds the canal, neither 
Germany nor individual Germans acquire 
sovereignty in Colombia or perpetual occupa- 
tion of Colombian territory. 

Furthermore, the United States, in not op- 
posing the French company in building the 
canal, established a precedent that such 
building is not regarded as a violation of the 
Monroe doctrine, for which reason the United 
States would have no justification in inter- 
fering with Germans completing the French 
company’s work. 


VANDERBILTS BUY HALF OF 
READING FOR $25,000,000. 


Pennsylvania, Acting for B. and 0O., 
Sells Stock to Lake Shore, Making 
Division for Sake of Harmony. 


New York, Jan. 7.—[{Special.)—Swiftly 
upon the announcement made in Philadel- 
phia of the proposed $400,000,000 stock and 
bond increase of the Pennsylvania railroad 
company came today full confirmation of the 
report that the Pennsylvania, acting on be- 
half of the Baltimore and Ohio, had sold 
one-half its stock holding. in the Reading 
company to the Vanderbilt interests. 

Certain operations ia the money market 
of Tuesday, which reflected in the bank 
exchange today, gave some indications that 
an important financial transaction was on. 
In banking circles it was inferred that this 
represented the heavy payment made by 
the Lake Shore and Michigan Southern road 
of one-half the Baltimore and Ohio's hold- 
ings of Reading stock. 

In inner financial circles It was said today 
that the Lake Shore had takén over its pro- 
portion of Reading under a short time 5 per 
cent iriterest bearing note, and that the 
transaction involved the raising of about $25,- 
900,000. The money was obtained through a 
syndicate formed for the purpose.

ing with Baltimore and Ohio on the one hand 
and Lake Shore on the other ts doubtless 
arranged for the purpose of forestalling any 
anti-trust tigation. The Baltimore and

In what is known as the “ Chicago bill,” 


or connected with the governor’s mansion 
or the governor's office! and one private sec- 
retary and stenographer for each of the other 
persons excepted from civil service appoint- 
ment by this section.’ 

The difference between the Yates bill and 
the Chicago bill is that the governor would 
exempt from the operation of the law all 
“wardens of penitentiaries, superintendents 
of charitable institutions and state reforma- 
tories.’ Also “ all secretaries of state boards 
and one private secretary for each state 
officer elected.”’ 

There is also a provision exempting what 
in the existing law in Chicago are called 
“heads of departments,’’ which made all 
the original contention before the Supreme 
court in the Kipley case.

Track Supposed to Be Clear. 


The passenger train was the west Eliza- 
beth accommodation train which left Pitts- 
burg at 3:20 p. m. It was on time and had 
a clear track, according to the signals dis- 
played. At the siding at Cochrane it ran into 
the rear car of an extra freight which had 
taken the switch, but failed to clear the 
main line. 

The officials of the road attribute the dis- 
aster to the failure of Patrick Quinn, the rear 
brakeman of the freight, to see that his train 
had cleared. Quinn has not been located. 

When the passenger train came along the 
caboose of the freight overlapped the main 
track enough to catch the tender of the 
passenger engine, which was forced back 
upon the combination baggage and smoking 


a Jammed Against End of Car. 


The tHirteen passengers were jammed 
against the rear end of the car. Three of 
the victims apparently were killed outright, 
two of the other four were literally roasted 
to death, and the two who died on the way

| CHURCH INCREASE FAILS TO 


KEEP UP WITH POPULATION. 


Statistician Shows Membership Rate 
Decreasing and Falling Off of Catho- 


lic Growth Pulls Figures Down. 


New York, Jan. 7.—[Special,]—According 
to H. K. Carroll, who was the government 
church statistitian in 1890 and has annually 
made it his business to compile church 
statistics, the church membership growth 
in all denominations has failed to keep up 
with the increase in population. Dr. Carroll 
says the church membership gain last year 
wes 1.5 per cent, while the population has 
been increasing at the rate of 2.6 per cent a 
year. The total church membership in all 
religions he puts at 28,698,028, a gain of 403,- 
748 over a year ago. 

Dr. Carroll says it is the Roman Catholic 
showing that pulls the figures down. The 
Protestant growth, Dr. Carroll says, was 
1.7 per cent, or more than twice the regular 
Roman Catholic growth. Dr. Carroll's esti- 
mate of the Roman Catholic communicant 
list is 1.575,000 less than the figures given 
by the Catholic directory. He gives the 
population of the various church families 
and the percentage of increase of communi- 
cants last year as follows: .

‘Cleveland Retail Association 


Dissolves Rather than 
Face Grand Jury. 


WERE TO APPEAR TODAY. | 


City Prosecutor Informs Dealers. 
They Are Violating Anti- 
Trust Law. 


Cleveland, O., Jan. 7.—[{Special.] — The 
Cleveland Retail Coal Dealers’ association 
has decided to dissolve in preference to facing 
the investigation of the grand jury. The 
members of the association had been sum- 
moned to appear before the grand jury to- 
morrow. Late this afternoon they informed 
City Prosecutor Keeler that they would dis- 
band if in his opinion their organization was 
illegal. 
“City Prosecutor Keeler Jost no time in 
formally expressing his opinion. He stated 
without equivocation that in his judgment, 
based on the proofs which he had at hand, 
the association was a direct violation of the 
Valentine anti-trust law. 


Grand Jury at Work. 


The grand jury had already began its in- 
vestigation. Two witnesses testified today. 
It is learned that they gave information con- 
cerning an organization of the wholesale 
dealers similar to the retail dealers’ asso- 
clation. Like the retail association, the 
wholesalers had an agreement with the pro- 
ducers. The object of the combine is to 
freeze out the smaller dealers. To all ap- 


 pearances all of the retail dealers have to 


pay the same rate to the wholesaler and pro- 
ducer, but as a matter of fact the small 
dealers have to pay $1 more per ton than 
the larger dealers, who are associated with | 
the wholesalers. 

Another witness said that there was an 
understanding between the larger dealers 
and the wholesalers and producers which 
put small dealers to a disadvantage. 


| Retail Dealers Surrender. 

The Retail Coal Dealers’ association has 
maintained a defiant attitude toward the 
public since the beginning of the movement 
to force up the price on coaM®*Its decision 
to disband in the face of the grand jury in- 
vestigation comes as a surprise to the public. 

The first intimationof the aseociation’s sur-— 
render came to the prosecutor in the shape 
of a cothmunication from Secretary 8. G. 
Brayton, which was delivered in person. This 
communication began by reciting the fact 
that the Cleveland Retail Coal Dealers’ as-" 
sociation was organized seven years ago, and 
in the judgment of its members had tended | 
to the best interests of the public in arrang- 
ing for the proper receipt of coal at fair and 
substantial prices, and correcting all im- 
proper practices relative to short weights. 
The communication then stated that if in 
the opinion of the prosecutor the organiza- 
tion was contrary to the state laws it would 
be dissolved immediately. 

The reply of the prosecutor was brief and 
to the point. He said that it was an illegal 
organization. In regard to the grand jury 
investigation, the prosecutor stated that he 
woukd give the association time to carry out 
its promise, but would not say that the in- 
vesigation would be entirely abandoned. 


Massachusetts Legislature Acts. »- | 


. Boston, Mass., Jan. 7.—[Special.}—In the 
state senate today was offered a bill lookin 
to an official investigation of the high price 
of coal in Boston. The bill in part is as 
follows: 

“That a joint special committee be ap- 
pointed to investigate the conditions under 
which coal is received, supplied, and sold in 
the city of Bostonand vicinity, andascertain 
if-any attempt is being made or has been 
made to prevent coal being tfansported toor 
delivered at its destination or placed on the 
market as speedily as it might be, and to de- 
termine whether the high price at which coal 
has been sold is unavoidable or the result 
of an attempt on the part of dealers, at whole- 
sale or retail, to make excessive profits.”’ 


Illinois Town Out of Coal. 

Metropolis, Ill., Jan. 7.—{Special.]—For the 
first time in seven years Metropolis is out of 
coal and none of the dealers is able to fillthe 
many orders. The nearest mines are only 
thirty miles from here. Scarcity of cars and 
too many orders at the mines-is declared to 
be the cause. 


Coal Jumps to $9 in New York. 

New York, Jan. 7.—(Special.]—The result | 
of the release of the independent coal dealers 
today was a jump in the schedule price to $9 
aton. The independents have fixed the mini- 
mum market price at $10 a ton, and they are. 
prepared to do a rushing business for the next’ 
two weeks. It was said that some dealers 
could not get a pound of company coal, al- 
though they could get all the independént 
coal they wanted at $10 a ton at tidewater 
or $10.35 delivered, and that if they could 
get 75 per cent of their coal at $10 a ton 
and 25 per cent of the company coal at $5 
they would be able to sell coabat $9 a ton. 

It was explained that the coal is bought 
at tidewater by the Jong ton and sold by the 
shortton. The difference is supposed to pro- 
vide the profit for thedealer. One dealer said 
his price was $8.50 a ton, but he had no coal 
to deliver. He added that some dealers were 
selling coal at $12.50 a ton. 


Sioux City Plants Close Down. 
Sioux City, Ia.,. Jan. 7. — [Special.}—A 
number of the large manufacturing plants 
in Sioux City were obliged to shut down 
today because of lack of steam coal. Some 
are closed altogether and others are keeping 
ap just steam enough to heat their buildings. 
The Sioux City Gas and Electric company 
is bending every energy to get coal enough 


to keep itg plant running. 
While there is a great scarcity of anthracite 


coal and coke, there is plenty of the domestic 
sorts of soft coal to supply dwelling houses. 
The principal shortage is in steam coal.

SPEAKERS TELL EPISCOPALIANS 
OF PRESSING NEEDS. 


Great Massmeeting in the Auditorium 
Is Attended by Thousands, Who Are 
Informed by Their Leaders That 
Conditions Demand Aggressive 
Work by “Men and Optimists”—Lay : 
men Asked to Become Imbued with 
the Spirit—Bishops Make Addresses 


“ There are thousands of pagans in Chicago 
of American birth who never cross the 
threshold of achurch. There are other thou- 
sands who do not attend any church because 
there is not one near enough. The mission- 
ary work of the city is not keeping up with

Coadjutor Bishop Charles P. Anderson in

Strike Commissioner Declare’ 
Miners Helpless When Oper- 
ators Hire Deputies. 


TELL OF VIOLENT ACTS. 


One Witness Says He Was Driven 
from Bride’s Side; Another ‘ 
trom Mother’s Funeral. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Jan. 7.—{Special.}—Non- 
unien witnesses testified today before the 
strike commission, their lawyers striving te 
show that a reign of terror existed in the 
anthracite field during the strike. 

Violence of all sorts was charged to the 

unfon men, dynamiting, stabbing, attempted 
train wrecking, and arson, but the effect of 
this testimony was impaired when lawyers 
for the operators explained the Pennsyl- 
vania law, which permits the coal mine ep- 
erators to employ deputy sheriffs. 
James H. Torrey, counsel for the Delaware 
and Hudson company, explained the law. 
He said the laws of the state would not per 
mit the county to pay the deputy sheriffs for 
this special service and that in consequence 
corporations foot the bills. Mr. Torrey said 
the operators will gladly join the miners in 
having the laws amended. . 

Chairman Gray said he was glad to hear 
an attempt would be made to amend the 
laws, and added that with all due respect te 
the great commonwealth of Pennsylvania 
he thought it was a “ most deplorable state 
of law’ when a sheriff cannot hire help and’ 
must depend upon the rich to assist him, 
** If that be the case,’’ he said, “ then the poor 
are helpless.’’ 


Witnesses Tell of Violence. 


The witnesses related many acts of vie- 
lence from murder down to assault and petty 
larceny. Dynamite played a leading part. 
Five witnesses testified that their houses 
were damaged by persons, some of whom 
known to be union men, placing explosives 
on the property; other witnesses told of & 
‘dam, locomotives, and steam pipes in dit 
ferent collteries betng damaged by dynamite, 
bridges damaged by incendiary fires, and 
attempted wrecking of trains. One youth 
said he was stabbed, several of the witnesses 
were boycotted, and several others told af 
being be&tenm by crowds, and of their houses 
being stoned. 

A young woman told the commission she 
was dismissed as a school teacher because 
her brother chose to work during the strike, 
a man testified he was attacked ag he was 
coming out of church after being married, 
forced him to seek refuge in a colléery, while 
his bride went home as best she coukl, and 
another witness said he wae afraid to attend 
the fumerai of hie mother, who had ded 
while he was working behind a coliery 
stockade. One witness told of having beew 
punished. by a mob forcing him to walk 8m 
teen miles at the head of a cheering crowd 
of strikers. 

Bridegroom Tells His Woes. 

The most interesting story waa that told by 
Thomas Washaiski of Hazleton, a clerk for 
Pardee & Co., who was married on the night 
of Sept. 16. On the night of the wedding « 
small crowd gathered at the Catholic chureh 
and as the bridal party entered the edifice 
Washaiski and his bride were called “ scabs,” 
Coming out after the ceremony, he was as 
sauited by the crowd. The.driver of te 
carriage was not permitted to take the couple 
home, and the witness sought refuge in the 
parochial residence, and the bride was ¢s- 
corted home in a trolley car by friends. 

The crowd remained.at the parish house, 
abusing thé bridegroom and yelling “ scab” 
at the rector of the chureh because he had 
performed the ceremony. | 

Later on, the witness said, he wo 
get away from the house and spent the night 
in the coliery, being afraid to go tohis home.

When he arrived in New York last month 
from Europe he found awaiting him applica- 
tion? for 650 additional buildings. Today he 
has on hand 385 new applications, making in 
all under consideration now more than 800,

President (Roosevelt’s Tribute. 

President Roogevelt paid an eloquent trib- 
ute to Mr. Carnegie, saying in part: 

“I count myself fortunate in being able 
to come here today, not only for my own 
private individual sake, but as in some sort 
representing the|people of all the country, to 
express my profound appreciation of what 
is emphatically p gift of wisdom, a gift to 
do the utmost ppssible benefit to all of the 
people of this country. From you, Mr. Car- 
negie, it seems ito me that the man has a 
right to call himself thrice blessed who com- 
bines the power/and the purpose,to use his 


_ wealth for the benefit of our people at large 


in a way that shall do them real benefit; and 
in no way can {more benefit be done than 


through the gift of libraries such as this— 
a free library where each man, each woman 


has a chance to! get for him or her self the 


training that he| or she has the desire to. 

* Of course our common school system lies 
at the foundation of our educational system, 
but it is the foundation only. Of those who 
are to stand as the representa- 
tives of the culture of the community the 
enormous majority must educate themselves. 


Man Must Help Himself. 

“Mr. Carnegi¢, neither you nor any one 
else can make man wise or cultivated. All 
you can do is to give him a chance to add to 
his own wisdom or to his own cultivation. 
That is all you cén do in any kind of philan- 
thropic work. 

“The only philanthropic work that counts 
in the long run igs the work that helps a man 
to help himself. | That is true, socially, so- 
clologically, andi in every way. -The man 
who will submit or demand to be carried 
isn’t worth c ing, and if you make the 
effort it helps neither! him nor you. But 
every man of us heeds help—needs more and 
more to be giv the; chance to show for 
himself the stuff that! is in him; and this 
kind of free library is doing in the world of 
cultivation, the world of scholarship, what 
it should be our aim to do in the great world 
of political and gocial development—that is, 
it is, as far as may be, equalizing the oppor- 
tunities and théen leaving it to the men 
themselves to show how they are able to 
take advantage of them.”’ | 

Upon the *coné¢lusion of the dedication 
ceremonies the library was thrown open to 
the public, and thousands of people passed 
through it during the afternoon and evening. 


PLAGUE SCARE IN ARIZONA. 


Spread of Bubonic Disease in Mexico 
Toward United States Causes Phy- 
sicians to Ask Quarantine. | 


Tucson, Ariz., Jan. 7.—The spread of the 
bubonic plague toward the United States 
has caused such great alarm in Arizona that 
six physicians here today sent the follow- 
ing dispatch to the surgeon general of the 
Marine hospital service: 

“ Reliable reports from Guaymas indi- 
cate that an epidemic of bubonic plague at 
Topolobampo an@ Guaymas is extending 
north. Cargoes from infected ports are un- 
loading daily at) Guaymas and other ports 
with no precautions whatever. 

“The mortality rate is over 50 per cent 
and the epidemic is spreading rapidly. It is 
a great menace to southern Arizona and 
quarantine ngt the infected ports should 
be established."’ |

CONGRESS ORDERS INVESTIGA- 
TION OF ADVANCE IN PRICES. 


Innocent Looking Resolution Passed 
Which Will Throw Great Light on 
Agreements Between Operators 
and Dealers—Committee Will Open 
Inquiry Today—Members Think the 
Mineownmers Are Punishing the 
People. |

ing up their bins in gnticipation of still 
greater prices than those which now rule. 

For instance, a great majority of all the 
coal coming to Washington is furnished by 
the Reading company, which pretended to fix 
a retail rate of $7.26 per ton, whereas coal 
is selling today everywhere in the city at 
from $12 to $16. Some of the dealers claim 
that the whole trouble arises in the railroad 
companies, but there are many members 
of ¢ongreas whe believe that the retailers are 
themselves largely at fault.

The president has declined to accept the 
resignation of Lieut. Algernon Sartoris of 
the Tenth infantry, whois stationed at Ma- 
nila, unless good and sufficient reasons for 
the tender are furnished by the officer. Lieut. 
Sartoris is a grandson of Gen. Grant. On 
the day after Mrs. Grant’s death the war de- 
partment received a cablegram from Lieut. 
Sartoris tendering his resignation. This ac- 
tion on the part of the young officer caused 
surprise at the department because it was 
understood that his ambition was to serve 
in the army and that he was well satisfied 
with his present position. 

The war department officials came to the 


Yconclusion that the resignation’ was caused 


by depression over the news of the death 
of his grandmother, of whom Lieut. Sartoris 
was fond. After consultation with the pres- 
ident, Secretary Root today cabled Lieut. 
Sartoris that no action would be taken in 
the matter until a statement had been re- 
ceived from him of the reasons for his desire 
to leave the army. A letter to the same 
effect was sent to Lieut. Sartoris by Adjt. 
Gen. Corbin. 

It is believed at the war department and 
by Lieut. Sartoris’ friends that by the time 
Gen. Corbin’s letter reaches him he will 
have changed his mind about resigning. 
Lieut, Sartoris is a son of Mrs. Nellie Grant 
Sartoris, the only daughter of Gen. and 
Mrs, U, 8. Grant. 

Senator Hoar and Representative Little- 
fleld today presented bills in the senate 
and house designed to expedite the hear- 
ing and determination of suits in equity 
now pending or to be brought against cor- 
porations which violate the provisions of 
the Sherman anti-trust law. It is pro- 
vided that in suits of this character the 
attorney general may file with the clerk of 
the court a certificate stating that in his 
opinion the case is of general public im- 
portance. A copy of this certificate will 
be furnished immediately by the clerk to 
the court in which the case is pending. The 
case will then be given precedence over 
others, will be expedited in every way, and 
assigned for a hearing at the earliest prac- 
ticable day before not less than three cir- 
cult judges, if there be three or more in 
the circuit in which the suit is brought. 

If there are not more than two circuit 
judges the tase will be heard by them and 
a district judge selected by the two mem- 
bers of the circuit bench. In event of the 


in their opinions the case will be certified 
to the Supreme court for review. An ap- 
peal from the final decree of the Circuit 
court will lie only to the Supreme court 
of the United States and must be.taken 
within sixty days. 

Representative Littlefield will make an ef- 
fort to have his bill reported by the judiciary 
committee on Friday, and will endeavor 
to have the measure adopted at once. 

*“ Congress may authorize the secretary of 
war to muster the Porto Rican regiment 
out of the service,’’ said Representative 
Hull, chairman of the house military affairs 
committee. ‘‘ The secretary of war has rec- 
ommended that this be done, and we may 
carry out his recommendations. It is as- 
serted that the coast artillery men now 
doing service in Porto Rico will be all the 
military force we need in the island. If 
the.Porto Rican regiment is mustered out 
it will be necessary to increase the police 
force of the island. This latter force will 
be entirely competent to maintain order, 
as the people of the island respect the laws 
and are not given to riot.” 

Unless all signs fail, the Cuban reciprocity 
treaty will be reported to the senate with 
a favorable recommendation by the foreign 
relations committee at its meeting on Fri- 
day. That committee had the treaty under 
consideration today, and all of the articles 
were discussed at considerable length. There 
is practically no opposition to it in the com- 
mittee, and Senator Cullom, the chairman, 
is confident he will secure a favorable re- 
port before the end of the week. 

The treaty would have been reported to- 
day had it not been for the fact that a rep- 
resentative of the beet sugar industry de- 
sires to be heard before the treaty is acted 
upon. A hearing will be granted on Friday. 

There was considerable opposition to al- 
lowing the beet sugar representatives to ap- 
pear before the foreign relations commit- 
tee for the purpose of discussing the treaty. 
It has not been the custom,of this com- 
mittee to grant hearings, and, until a dele- 
gation from New England appeared before 
the committee recently in advocacy of the 
Newfoundland treaty, the full committee 
had not granted hearings. When any one 
desired to present arguments to the foreign 
relations committee it has been the prac- 
tice to appoint a subcommittee to hear them 
or to have them put in writing and sub- 
mitted. 

Senator Morgan of Alabama objected to 
granting any hearings on the treaty, but 
he was overruled by the committee. It is 
probable, however, his objection will result 
in the committee returning to its former 
rule. 

*“ All prospects of tariff legislation at this 
session have entirely disappeared, if, indeed, 
there were any prospects at all,”’ said Rep- 
resentative McCall of Massachusetts. “ We 
seldom hear the tariff question mentioned 
now except in connection with the repeal 
of the duty on coal. This duty should be 
abolished so as to let into this country 
enough coal to relieve the situation brought 
about by the strike in the anthracite coal 
fields.”’ 

Representative Minor today introduced a 
resolution directing the secretary of war to 
cause a survey to be made of the harbor 
at Oconte, Wis., with a view to obtaining 
a depth of sixteen feet and ascertaining the 
necessity for providing for an interior basin 
outside the river channel to be used for a 
harbor. | 

The war department has ordered that the 
new uniform regulations, which have been 
revised once, shall not be published to the 
army immediately. It is probable they will 
be subjected to further change, although the 
alterations now contemplated are largely 
corrections in phraseology. Nevertheless 
the delay in the formal announcement of 
the order has caused considerable incon- 
venience. 

There has been great interest taken in the 
probable cost of the changes in uniform. 
Quartermaster Gen. Ludington finds it too 
early to make a definite estimate such as 
desired by the house committee on military 
affairs, but says:

HAWAIIAN COINAGE BILL A LAW. 


House Passes Measure Providing Cur- 
rency for Islands—Statehood Fight 
t Renewed in Senate. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 7.—The senate bill 
for the redemption of the silver coinage of 
the Hawaiian islands and its recoinage into 
United States coin was passed by the house 
today. 
silver coins by being. received either in 
Hawaii or the United States in the payment 
of dues. Standard silver coins df the United 
States may be exchanged for coin of Hawali 
at their face value.. Hawalian silver coins 
will be legal tender until Jan. 1, 1904; Ha- 
walian silver certificates shall be redeemed 
before Jan. 1, 1906, and thereafter they can- 
not lawfully circulate as money. Several 
bills of minor importance also were passed. 

The senate discussed the bill for the reor- 
ganization of the militia and also the state- 
hood bill. Mr. Mallory of Florida led the 

*aemocratic senators in opposition to the sec- 
tion of the militia bill providing for a reserve 
force of trained men, the contention being 
that it not only infringed the rights of the 
several states but also increased the stand- 
ing army by 100,000 men. 

When the statehood bill came up Ma Bev- 
erldge had read a number of resolutions 
adopted at a recent convention in Oklahoma 
favoring single statehood with Indian terri- 
tory. Mr. Quay, who is leading the fight for 
the admission of Oklahoma, Arizona, and 
New Mexico, criticised the resolutions, say- 
ing the people who adopted them had not 
acted intelligently, because the single state- 
hood bill had been withdrawn. He further 
charged that they did not represent the sen- 
timent of a majority of the people of Ok- 
lahoma.

"DELHI, India, Jan. 7.—All the glories of 
ie ancient empire of the great Mogul were 
wecalled today when the ruling chiefs of the 
gative States of greater India passed in re- 
view before Viceroy Curzon and the duke of 
Connaught. Their retainers were clad in 
the mailed costumes and carried ancient 
Weapons and shouting strange battle cries. 
The procession, the most gorgeous and fan- 
tastic of its kind ever witnessed in India, or 
probably anywhere else, rolled by the re- 
fyiewing stand with a display of almost in- 
‘calculable wealth of gold and silver. 


Medley of Changing Color. 


A seemingly never ending medley of ele- 
phants, camels, troops, musicians, and car- 
riageés passed and maneuvered before the 
dais. The elephants carried howdahs and 
trappings of the purest gold and silver. There 
were carriages of pure stiver and sedan chairs 
of gold... 

Contingents from ali paris of greater India 

participated, mostly retaining the distinctive 
features of their customs. The flags and 
other embiems of the state of Cuich. were 
carried on camels and elephants, accom- 
panied by armed men on stilts, while Arab 
irreguiars danced past the viceroy to the 
music of theirown instruments. The famous 
gold and silver guns of the state of Baroda 
attracted much attention. The ancient ma- 
harrtta flags, descended from the Mogul em- 
perors, were past on an elephant car- 
riage. The martial rajputs were clad in 
mail armor. 

State bands, camel kettle drums, richly 
caparisoned elephants and horses, and agile 
#wordsmen, many shouting battie cries, fol- 
jowed one another in quick succession. A 
royal elephant carriage, two stories high. 
showed how the palace women accompanied 
the princess of bygone days. The retinue 
of the state of Kashmir included a fine de- 
tachment o assiers and a huge giant. 


Armed with Ancient Weapons. 


The great Sikh states were represented by 
Jarge soldierlike bodies of men armed with 
maces, shears, matchlocks, and hand gre- 
nades. Each contingent was headed by an 
elephant bearing a gorgeous howdah, in one 
of which the sacred book of the Sikhs occu- 
pied the place of honor. The book was 
guarded by the chief priest.

POWERS WAIT ON CASTRO. 


VENEZUELAN CABINET CONSID- 
ERS THE LATEST JOINT NOTE. 


Feeling of Depression in Government 
Circles at Caracas Over the Replies 
Made by Germany, Great Britain, 
and Italy—Merchants and Bankers 
Ready to Lend Money to Pay Trodps 
Until the Dispute Is Settled—Bloék- 
ade,to Be More Stringent. ,

CARACAS, Jan. 7.—President Castro and 
his cabinet met-at 2 o'elock this afternoon to 
discuss the answers of Great Britain, Ger- 
many, and Italy to the Venezuelan counter- 
proposals transmitted through the govern- 
ment at Washington. 

It has been learned from an authoritative 
source that the answers of the powers have 
created a feeling of depression in Venezuelan 
government circles. 


Merchants to Pay Troops. 

The leading merchants and the boards of 
directors of the Bank of Caracas and the 
Bank, of Venezuela have notified President 
Castro that they will lend the government 
the money necessary to pay the troops daily 
until the difficulties with which Venezuela 
is contending are settled. —

COLLEGE TOWN. 


Residents of the Suburb Re- 


sent Criticisms Made by 


M. M. Parkhurst. 


CALL THEM UNTRUTHFUL 


Utmost Harmony Reported Be- 


tween “ Moneyed Aristocra- 
cy” and University. 


Evanston pulled itself together to take one 
vigorous “ knock’”’ at Dr. M. M. Parkhurst 
yesterday. The minister who dared publicly 
to compare the suburb unfavorably with 
fresh water college towns in Indiana and 
Kansas was called harsh names. Repre- 
sentative citizens who held themselves well 
under control declared that he *“‘ did not know 
what he was talking about.’ Otirers were 
too angry to permit themselves to express 
an opinion. 

‘I cannot understand his motive for say- 
ing such things,"’ was the declaration of 
scores of Evanstonians who never before had 
heard such a severe criticism of the town. 


Criticism Arouses Suburb. 


The address was the topic of conversa- 
tion all over the suburb. Business men read 
it hurriedly at the breakfast table and 
thought it over at their offices during the day. 
Then they went home to deliver an opinion 
at the dinner table that Dr. Parkhurst had 
erred grievously. It did not take so long for 
those connected with the university to de- 
clare that the temperance reformer had 
made a huge blunder. 

In the large stone residences on Judson, 
Forest, and Ridge avenues, where the 
“moneyed aristocracy ”’ is supposed to live, 
the sincerest appreciation for the university 
was expressed. The community of the gown 
hastened to express its undying affection for 
the town. Thus the two social sets united 
wc voicing their dissent with Dr. Parkhurst’s 
views. 


Says Parkhurst Is Mistaken. 


Mayor James A. Patten, a member of the 
“town "’ set, and also a member of the board 
of trustees of the untversity, declared thac 
Dr. Parkhurst was mistaken in every point 
he made. 

“Dr, Parkhurst is badly mistaken,'” 
said. “I do not accept any of his state- 
ments, and I cannot conceive what prompted 
them. He says that billiard halls have a bad 
influence on the young men of the town, 
when, asa matter of fact, they have the op- 
posite effect. It is my opinion that they ex- 
ercise the most moral influences. There are 
undoubtedly some rich young fellows in the 
town who have an influence for bad. But 
the students and the town boys do not asso- 
clate, and I cannot see how the students are 
affected by them. In most cases the sons of 
wealthy Evanston people are sent east to 
school."’ 


Dr. Sheppard Is Grieved. 


“Tf Dr. Parkhurst is making an effort to 
create a sensation I do not believe he will 


succeed,”’ said Dr. Robert D. Sheppard, busi- | 


ness agent of the university. “* I do not see 
why heshould say such things as are credited 
to him. “I feel too much grieved to speak 
about it. I am sorry he conceived it his 
duty to speak about the matter at ail, even 
if he did hold those views. It seems to me 
it fs a bad putting of the case. I do not think 
any of the charges that he makes against 
Evanston are true,’’ 


An Ideal College Town. 


Mrs. Martha Foote Crowe, dean of the 
women of the university, declared. that 
Evanston was the ideal college town. 

“TI have visited and studied in a great 
many college and university towns,’’ she 
said, ‘‘and Evanston comes nearest the 
ideal of any I know. The wealthy class 
here is cultivated. There is hardly any 
separation between the town and the gown, 
and the*social. customs of one set are toa 
great extent the social customs of the other. 

‘*In the University guild, an organization 
which is closely connected with the univer- 
sity, nearly all of the members of the most 
exclusive town set hold membership. And 
this is one evidence that there is entire sym- 
pathy between those in and out of the uni- 
versity. It is a unique atmosphere that is 
found here, and that makes this more of 
a university town than any I know.” 


University Helps the Town. 
‘The criticisms of Dr. Parkhurst are not 
justified by the facts,” said Mrs. Catherine 
Waugh McCulloch.

ENACT SOME TRUST LEGISLATION. 
The underlying principle of Senator 
Hoar’s anti-trust bill is that congress can 
impose upon a corporation created by a state 
such obligations as it may think fit and rea- 
sonable as a condition for its being permit- 
ited to engage in interstate cOmmerce. The 
wenator says there is no-reasonable doubt 
of the soundness of the proposition. 
The attorney general, in his letter on the 
st question, recommends legislation which 
all “ take the form of penalizing the traus- 


"—by combinations working 
defiance of law. Under such legislation 
sugar trust, if it were proved to be 
) violating the law, could be restrained from 
shipping its product from the state in which 
t was manufactured into another state. 
‘It would be impossible, presumably, for a 
of Illinois to go to New York, buy 
sugar from the trust, and ship it to Chi- 
‘wago. If the trust wished to make sugar to 
* consumed inp Illinois it would have to 
establish a refinery im the state. Combina- 
Aions in restraint of trade could not live if 
their products were bottled up. 
i Whe attorney general has no doubt that 
under the power of congress to regulate com- 
,merce between the states the transportation 
of goods produced by a trust cam be penal- 
ized. The Supreme court has not said yet 
that it can be done, and there are congress- 
men who do not think it cam be done. They 
do not admit the constitutionality ‘of some 
of the legislation proposed by the attorney 
general and Senator Hoar. Probably they 
are in the minority. The views of the at- 


_ torney gemeral are making converts con- 


tinually. But it does not take much of a 
minority to prevent legislation when there 
are only fifty days in which to legislate. 
Hence it may be impossible to secure at this 
session the enactment of a law embodying 
the far reaching recommendations of the at- 
torney general, although it is desirable that 
it should be done. Then the Supreme court 
could speak, and the powers of congress 
would be authoritatively. detined.

THE GOVERNOR'S MESSAGE. 
- Of the numerous recommendations te be 
found in Gov. Yates’ long message pearly 
all appear to be deserving of the considerate 
attention of the general assembly. any 
call for larger appropriations and more state 


tegrity ” and in hie expectation of “ an ab- 
solutely pure session”—that it naturally 
will be inclined to consider favorably his 
recommendations as to legislation. 

The governor’s request that action be 


certainly demands the attention of the legis- 


duty in the premises. The existing system 
clearly is in violation of the constitution. 
| A systém which is lawful, which will give 
the convicts that employment they must 
have to keep them in good health, and which 
will not injure free labor in any industry 
cam be devised. It should be devised and 
put in operation this year. The recom- 
mendation of the governor that the state 
appropriation for public schools be in- 
creased deserves consideration. ‘There has 
been no change in the amount for twenty 
years. 

Iifineisans gemerally will take less in- 
terest in the governor’s remarks about free 
employment agencies or the need of more 
factory inspectors than in what he has to 
say regarding the merit system. He an- 
nounces that “ it will afford me great pleas- 
ure to codperate with the legislature to the 
extent of signing and enforcing an act mak- 
ing the merit system compulsory.” This 
has a familiar sound. He expressed himself 
much to the same effect on the stump before 
he was elected. Yet he did not give any 
indication. during the session of the last 
general assembly of a desire to promote the 
enactment of a state civil service law. 

The assertion of the governor that “ we 
already have the merit system without a 
statute” will not convince an incredulous 
public which, during the last two years, 
has seen and heard much that has made 
it believe that the contrary is the case. 
If it gives the governor any comfort to in- 
sist that “a substantial and successful 
merit system is now in force,” it is not worth 
while to argne the matter if there is rea- 
son to hope that such_a system will be es- 
tablished by law at thig session.. If the

INEQUALITY IN TAX RATES. 

The work of calculating the tax rates has 
been finished. The rate in the west town'is 
5.672 per cent on the assessed valuation. 
The rate in the south town is 5.064. The 
difference, on which the taxpayers of the 
south side may congratulate themselves, is 
due to the higher percentage of park tax in 
the west town. ‘The city rate and several 
other rates had to be lowered in that town in 
order to bring the total within the limitations 
of the Juul law. As the city and other 
rates must be the same in al! the towns, the 
south side gets the benefit.of decreases which 
it would not have if the west town park tax 
were lower. “The south town has much tax- 
able property and the west town compara- 


| tively little. The city, the county, the board 


of education, and the sanitary district lose 
revenue by the scaling down of rates. 
If the parks formed one system the present 
inequality in taxation would cease. The 
property in the west town would pay as 
much as it does now. Property in other 
towns would pay a little more, but there 
would be no hardship involved. A tax of 
5.672 per cent on the assessed valuation is 
‘not oppressive, provided all taxable property 
is put on the rolls at its fair.value. That 
rate uniformly applied would help the city 
and other administrative bodies materially. 
A constitutional amendment such as the 
geueral assembly will be asked to submit to 
the voters will, if ratified, enable Chicago to 
do away with anomalies in the taxing sys- 
tem. Not the least of the good results of 
such an amendment will be that it will give 
the municipality more revenue without op- 
pressing taxpayers. At the same time the 
cost of administration will be reduced by the 
consolidation of taxing bodies. There is in 
this no politics. Republican and democratic 
taxpayers ask for it with equa! earnestness, 
and look to their representatives in the legis- 
lature to work together to that end. 


SIGNIFICANT INDUSTRIAL POINTERS. 

The plans of some of the Jeading railroads 
of the country are fairly eloquent in their 
significance as bearing upon the industrial 
outlook fér the present year and the con- 
dinuance of the prosperity of the year just 
closed. During 1908 the New York Centra! 
management of the Boston and Albany rail- 
road will spend $4,000,000 for grade crogs- 
ings and general improvements. The New 
York Central also will expend about $25,- 
000,000 upon the reconstruction of its termi- 
nalin New York City, and, included in this, 
will be the cost of installing electric instead 
of steam service within the city limits and 
suburbs. The Union and Southern Pacific 
companies will spend $40,000,000 in reduc- 
ing grades, shortening lines, and adding to 
their transportation facilities. The Penn- 
sylvania company is to begin next month 
upon construction contracts amounting to 
$50,000,000, including the terminal in New 
York, the enlargement of | buildings and 
yards in Pittsburg, and the erection of the 
new union station in Washington. 
. The appropriation of this large sum of 
about $120,000,000 by four railroad com- 
panies alone, to which millions more must 
be added to completely represent the plans 
of all the railroad companies for the increase

NEED OF A GENERAL 8TAFF. 

Senator Cockrell told a good story the 
other day during a session of the senate com- 
mittee on military affairs. It wae a story 
about the war department. In 1887 the war 
department had to do a little work on the 
Mississippi river. It was an exceedingly 
little work, diminutive, Lilliputian. With- 
out preliminaries it could have been done 
almost instantaneously. But that was 
where the trouble camein. There were pre 
liminaries. That is, there were signatures 
to be secured. It seemed as if every sepa- 
‘rate stroke of work required separate writ- 
ten authorization. The total number of sig- 
natures reached seventy. 
This story is not an exception. It is a 
type. Red tape is not like learning. A lit- 


tle of it is a good thing. It is the excess 


of it that is dangerous. The removal of ex- 
cessive red tape would be one of the resuits 
of the establishment of an army staff corps. 
Secretary Root made this point during the 
same session of the senate committee on mil- 
itary affairs. At present there is no codr- 
dination of the sections of the war depart- | 
ment except in the person of the secretary of 
war. The quartermaster general, the com- 
missary general, the artillery, the engineers, | 


the signal corps, the commanders of troops, | 
and many other persons and groups of per- | 


sons have to be controlled directly by the 
head of the department. There is no other 
way of getting them to work in harmony 
with one another.| But no secretary of war, 
‘even if he is al active and intelligent as 
Elihu Root, can serve as the medium of 
communication between so many different 
points. The duties more proper to his posi- 
tion are numerous enough to occupy his 
whole time. What he needs is a staff corps, 
charged with the dity of being a clearing 
house for all war department business. 
Senator Alger of Michigan is a member of 

the senate committee on military affairs. 
Secretary Root appealed to him to speak of 
“the difficulties that he experienced at the 
time of the war with Spain, owing to the 
fact that it wag a physical impossibility for 
the secretary of war to follow up every order 
that was given for the securing of materia}, 
the movement of material and troops, while 
he had no adequate force of officers to do the 
following up.” Senator Alger probably felt 
that the case was well put. ‘“‘ Now, although. 
it does not get into the newspapers,” said 
Secretary Root, “ the same kind of confu- 
sion is going on all the time, and itresults in 
great waste of public property and of public 
time.” The evils which appeared during the 
war exist unnoticed by the public during 
peace, There js no reason why we should 


tolerate such evils any longer. A staff corps 


will wipe many of them out of existence. _

him but to denounce him in the most vig- 
orous fashion for having disobeyed his or- 
ders.

For they do not relish 
the idea of risking their money, their com- 
fort, loss of their homes, and possibly of 
their liberty, for the sake of crowns, which 
in their case will mean the deprivation of all 
the ease and the absence from restrictions in 
their mode of life, which they have enjoyed 
as pretenders. 

‘Let me add that Don Jaime was brought 
up by the Jesuits, and that he will undoubt- 
edly receive the support of that powerful 
religious order as one of their former pupils 
in any attempt that he may make in Spain 
to overthrow the government. 


The Duke of Cumberland has once again 
shown the extent to which he has inherited 
the wrong headedness and the obstinacy of 
his ‘great-grandfather, King George Iik of 
England.

He was, therefore, particularly 
well qualified to negotiate the terms by 
means of which the duke of Cumberland 
could be placed in possession of the throne 
ef the duchy of Brunswick, which is his by 
right of inheritance, 
There is no doubt that he would have been 
entirely successful had it not been for this 
foolish, unnecessary, and untimely letter of 
the @uke to Dr. Dedekind, which was a bolt 
out ofa chkearsky. For Prussia is not anxious 
to retain the regency of Brunswick, and 
if there is talk now of Prince Henry be- 
coming regent it is because Prince Alber 
of Prussia absolutely declines to retain the 
position any longer. ce

Germany, Uke France, has its Humbert 
swindle, that is to say, a swindle based on a 
mythical inheritance to the extent of many 
millions of dollars. It has just been brought 
to a close by the condemnation of the alleged 
heirs to the estate to terms of penal servitude 
by the Berlim courts. It is known as the 
Brandt affair, and, asin the case of the Hum- 
bert-Crawford swindle in France, has led to 
all sorts of prominent people being dragged 
into unwilling and unjustified notoriety. 
Briefly speaking, it seems that fifty or sixty 
years ago some people of the name of Brandt, 
citizens of the Httle town of Achersleben, 
went to the father of the present Count Doug- 
las, who was filling the office of their mayor, 
told him that they were heirs to a fortune 
left by an ancestor of theirs at Amsterdam 
‘at the close of the eighteenth century, and 
asked him to help them in getting hold of 
what was Que to them from the Dutch au- 
thorities. 

Old Count Douglas, whose son is now the 
most intimate friend and crony of the kaiser‘ 
paid little attention to the affair, .warned 
the people that he believed it to be a myth, 
and paid no further attention to the matter. 

Nothing more was heard about the mat- 
ter. until in 1888, which the Brandts started 
in to endeavor to obtain money from the 
present Count Douglas on the ground that. 
his father had taken their papers and had 
made use of them in order to appropriate 
to himself the Brand fortuneat Amsterdam, 
amounting, they declared, to 8,000,000 florina. 
They pointed out that in the "60s the wealth 
of the Douglases was greatly increased, and 
insisted that this was due to the Brandt 
money. 

Lawsuits which they brought demonstrated | 
the complete absurdity of the story. In 
spite of this they have gone on accusing 
Count Douglas of having wrongfully secured 
possession of their mythical inheritance and 
have been obtaining loans right and left on 
the strength of stories that the courts will 
yet force Count Douglage to disgorge.

Care for 5,474 New Cases During 1902 
—Old Association Are

During the y just closed the Visiting 
Nurses’ association of Chicago cared for 
5,474 new cases, some of them receiving daily 
visits throughout the year. This statement 
was contained in the annual report of Har- 
riet Fulmer, who is in charge of the nurses,

WHEAT SENSITIVE TO REPORTS 
OF SHIPPING INQUIRY. 


Trade Was Narrow, with Armour 
Operations an Important Fac- 
tor—European Requirements from 
This Country Estimated — Little 
Change in Corn Except the Daily 
Flurry in January—May Oats Strong 
eon Continued Patten Buying. 


' Wheat had a moderate decline early, fol- 
lowed by a smart reaction, but did not hold 
all the gain, the close for May at 75%-%c be- 
ing a gain of %c only for the day, the range 
T5%c to 7T5%c. Other deliveries were a shade 
firmer, January up %c to 7l%c and July 
14-%c higher to T3c. The market was narrow 
enough to be influenced largely by Armour 
operations, that house buying some 700,000 
bu May at bottom figures, traders who sold 
it to them coming in after the market re- 
acted, and Armour selling out his early pur- 
chases on the bulge. The advance was helped 
by claims of bids from seaboard for liberal 
quantities at January figures to a_ shade 
better, but holders were said to be asking 
more, and the shipping sales reported were 
$0,000 bu. St. Louis reported sales of 250,000 
bu to southern mills and as much more load- 
ing out, while the Mexican demand, lost 


to sight for several months, reappeared in [ 


a report from Kansas City of 25,000 bu sold 
to that country. Seaboard sales were re- 
ported of 120,000 bu. New York exporters 
predicted the seaboard would need to re- 
plenish its stocks of spring wheat from Chi- 
cago in four to six weeks, but the information 
was of doubtful value as a bull factor, be- 
cause the trade here has been hoping this 
demand would come much earlier. 


European Requirements. 


There was an estimate from Broomhall by 
cable that Europe would require 104,000,000 
bu from North America in the next twenty- 
eight weeks, or 3,714,000 bu weekly. Clear- 
ances were light. Northwest markets 
were firm, probably affected by the 
blizzard in the northwest and the possibility 
of interference with movement. Receipts 
in that section were about the same as last 
year, 360 cars, compared with 374, and the 
southwest movement was heavier, the total 
at primary points 600,527 bu, compared with 
482,864 bu last year. There were 46 cars 
here, with one contract, and 16 more of con- 
tract grade out of private houses, only 10,000 
bu contract withdrawn from store. 

Minneapolis and local millers called the 
flour demand poor. Minneapolis stoeks in- 
creased 450,000 bu for fourdays. There were 
light snows through most of the winter wheat 
belt, which with continued reports of favor- 
abis harvesting weather in Argentina en- 
couraged selling. Liverpool futures were up 
%d early, but closed unthanged, with Lon- 
don 4@4ed lower. Paris was up 4@c, Ber- 
lin We higher, Buda-Pesth %ec higher, and 
Antwerp unchanged. There was commission 
selling ‘early by Irwin-Green, McReynolds, 
Hulburd-Warren, with Armour the leading 
buyer. Comstock, who sold early, and Bros- 
seau were large buyers on the advance, with 
selling by St. Louis houses. At the close 
there was buying by McReynolds and Trego- 
Montgomery. 


Corn Holds Firm. 


Corn was a stubborn market, with the 
trade small and with no decided tendency 
in May, which in spite of the activity in 
other grains had a range of %-\4c only, 
closing at the top, 43%c, practically un- 
changed. There was more activity in Jan- 
uary, which was rushed up to 47%c early 
on demand by shorts, sold off to 46%4¢c on 
offerings by the long interests, and closed 
unchanged at 4ic. The eastern cash de- 
mand kept up, with some indications of 
an easing in the car situation. Sales were 
200,000 bu and cash. prices firm to \e high- 
er. The movement keeps light and the 
grading poor, 293 cars in with no contract 
and 315 estimated for today. Private houses 
contributed about 60,000 bu contract. Pri- 
mary receipts were 657,630 bu, compared 
with 486,851 bu last year. Clearances were 
230,190 bu and seaboard sales for export 
There were light snow flurries 
west, but fair and colder weather indicated. 
Liverpool was steady to kd higher. The 
early demand for January was by McRey- 
nolds and Carrington-Patten, with Bryant 
the chief seller. There was buying of May 
by Barrell, Pringle, and Bartlett-Frazier,

Bull Effort in Oats. 


There was a big trade in oats, which de- 
veloped more strength than any of the 
grains. There was a little selling early on 
the indications of settled weather and the 
idea receipts might increase, May touch- 
ing 33%.@34c. But there was a big specu- 
lative demand and an advance to 34%c, 
which was held to the clese, a net gain of 
%c. The buying was by Patten houses and 
brokers, adding to his long line. There was 
selling by pit traders and apparently some 
profit taken by Howe. The buying was by 
Sterling, Farnum, Armour, Carrington-Pat-

Opening prices were 
made firm on a light run of hogs. Yards 
prices were from Sc to 10c higher. 
Selling by small packers eased the early 
market, but it soon recovered. Foreigners 
were said to be selling May lard. There 
were good buying orders in the market on 
January lard, but at the close the advance 
was lost on moderate offerings. On the early 
advance smal? packers and pit traders sold 
the list, but the general strength was suffi- 
cient to absorb all offerings. Pit trade shows 
a disposition to broaden. Hog receipts were 
22.000, which number is estimated for today. 
At all western packing points there were 
68,000, against 102,500%sa year ago. Ship- 
ments of cured meats were 1, 939,900 Ibs, as 
compared with 1,509,800 Ibs last year, and 
of lard 1,727,200 Ibs, as against 903,700 lbs 
the previous year.

President Keith of the Chicago Title and 
Trust company yesterday issued a statement 
of earnings for 1902.

verse legislation, the management is not in- 
formed concerning its proposed character. 


Local Interest Rates. 


Local interest rates show no material 
change. Six per cént is the ruling price for 
time and call loans. Few concessions are 
made, | Occasionally the banks find it neces- 
-Sary make a 54% per cent loan, but these 
are ex¢eptional. 

One of the banks is putting out fresh money 
in Wall street, the amount being between 
$1,000,000 and $2,000,000, Would be New York 
borrowers here, however, do not find it easy 
to secure loans. The banks are willing to 
renew those already outstanding, but refuse 
new ergagements. | 


Leibor and Railway Earnings. 

President Mellen of the Northern Pacific 
is quoted as saying: 

‘* There is much to be deatrea in connection 
with the labor situation. It may be de- 
scribed as one of unrest. Concessions will 
have to be made on both sides if it is not to 
become serious. I do not believe we have 
reduced the unit of cost for the service ren- 
dered to a minimum yet, nor are we likely to 
for a long time to come, 

“ Railway net earnings should go on in- 
creasing, but in no way near the ratio of 
the last few years. The roads for 1903 have 
many things to overcome to keep their net 
even on a par with 1902. The increase in 
wages already granted, the increased cost 
of all materials used, increased taxes, and 
reduction in rates will, to many roads, prove 
most serious obstacles to as favorable a 
showing for the coming year as was made 
in the past. In the case of the Northern Pa- 
cific we shall have to overcome $2,000,000 
in items of this character to secure the same 
net as last year. We shall be able to do 
this and a little better, from present indi- 
cations.”’ |

REAL ESTATE BOARD GETS 
DRAFT OF NEW AMENDMENT. 


Provides for Corporate Ownership and 
Handling of Land, but Makes Cer- 
tain Restrictions. 


The special committee of the real estate 
board appointed to draft a bill amending the 
state laws so as to permit corporate owner- 
ship and handling of real estate with certain 
restriction, presented its report at yester- 
day’s meeting of the board, but action was 
deferred to a special meeting to be held 
next Wednesday afternoon. 

The bill provides that the capital stock 
of these proposed corporations shall not 
exceed $5,000,000; that their statement filed 
with the secretary of state for the purposes 
of incorporation shall contain a description 
of the land proposed to be held, improved, or 
dealt in by them, and that except in satis- 
faction of some liability or indebtedness they 
shall acquire no other land, nor shall they 
acquire any except in some town, city, or 
village. 

It is specifically provided that these cor- 
porations are to acquire no agricultural 
lands, nor are they to offer for sale any 
lots in any subdivision until it shall have 
been provided with paved streets, sewers, 
water pipes, and sidewalks. It is also pro- 
vided that nothing in the act is to be con- 
strued as permitting corporations to buy, 
sell, lease, insure, mortgage, or otherwise 
deal in real estate belonging to others upon 
commission, or as agent or broker. 

The Du Quesne apartment building at 271- 
273 Oakwood boulevagi was bid in at fore- 
closure sale yesterday by Mrs. Augusta Leh- 
mann for $46,853. The building is six stories 
high with ground dimensions of 57x156 feet.

Pians for Correction of Method of Re- 
serving Sleeping Car Berths— 
Reports of Earnings. 


A movement is on foot to change the pres- 
ent method of reserving sleeping car berths 
and drawing rooms. Under the present plan 
sleeping car space may be reserved, and at 
the last moment may be abandoned. This 
the railroad officials regard as an injustice. 
It frequently results in extra cars being 
put on trains while all of the space in the 
regular sleeping cars is not filled. The mo- 
tive power is thus taxed to an unnecessary 
extent, aside from other disadvantages. 

The Pullman company is interested in the 
movement also, as it does not care to have 
cars hauled when not fully occupied.

This I 
learned from investigation was an untruth, 
but I will keep a close watch on the various 
clubs, and if the order regarding the sale of 
tickets is being disobeyed the club so doing 
will be put out of business. 

“TI was given to understand the Lyceum 
club had been the scene of disorder. On in- 
spection I found the behavior of the crowd 
was not objectionable. Of course, those who 


_go to boxing matches are not always clad in 


swallow tails and are not imbued with Ches- 
terfieldian ideas of etiquette. 

* At the American club there was a theft 
of a diamond from a spectator a month‘ago, 
I was told.

AMERICAN, AND NATIONAL CoM- 


MITTEES To MEET TOMORROW. 


resident Ban Johnson, a the Result 
of a Lengthy Communication from 
Chairman Hermann, Decides to 
Hold Cincinnati Conference—Little 
Hope for Compromise—Any Amal- 
gamation Proposition Will Not Be 


Considered. 


The much abused peace committees of the 
American and National leagues will get to- 
gether in Cincinnati tomorrow and commence 
talking at short instead of long range. 

This decision was reached by President 
Johnson yesterday afternoon, after reading 
and considering a lengthy communication 
from Chairman Hermann of the national 
committee, the contents of which he declined 
to discuss in detail. Mr. gohnson advised 
Mr. Hermann of hisWecision by wire, inform- 
ing him the American league committee 
would be in Cincinnati tomorrow noon, ready 
to meet his committee at any time and place 
he might select. 

President Johnson’ would talk in 
terms only of the possibility of reaching 
any definite results at the conference. Presi- 
dent Hart of the National league committee, 
who had not received his notice from Mr. 
Hermann last night, was also uncommuni- 
cative, declining to discuss the objects of the 
meeting in advance. From the attitude of 
both it appears likely, however, that jittle in 
the way of compromise will be done at this 
conference, the delay and the coolness which 
has arisen being a handicap to a full and 
free discussion of their differences at present. 


No Chance of Amalgamation. - 


That there will be no chance of the ama!- 
gamation scheme being considered, President 
Johnson is positive. What the committees 
will probably do is to content themselves 
with an attempt to learn each other's views 
and with efforts to reach an agreement for 
doing away with contract jumping and the 
corrupting of players, so that some show 
of discipline can be exercised over players 
in the future. 

** IT cannot discuss the meeting in advance,”’ 
said President Johnson, “‘ nor have I any 
idea of the result, but I am hopeful of much 
good resulting. No, the American league 
has imposed no conditions of any kind. We 
shall stand by the two league idea, of course, 
I do not know how fully the National league 
committee will be empowered, but am of the 
opinion an expression of the other club own- 
ers can be had by Mr. Hermann without 
delay. 

“ Our committee will consist of four mem- 
bers. I do not know whether a fourth mem- 
ber will be appointed by Mr, Hermann or 
not. It will make no difference to us, as we 
would be willing to meet the entire National 
league. Any proposition which is not satis- 
factory to both leagues cannot be accepted, 
naturally, whether the parties are represent- 
ed by one man or many. I hope for the best, 
that is all.’’
